o The  outreach  team  met  with  2 people  at  the  LA  River,  one  very  vulnerable  client  but  both 
refused  services. 

o Participated  in  NELA,  Maintenance  & Outreach,  and  3 hours  at  LA  River 
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• Met  with  jUjon  Shatto  St,  as  requested  by  CD  13.  He  is  refusing  to  move  from  his 
encampment  on  the  sidewalk  for  the  sidewalk  construction,  and  will  not  engage  with 
PATH  Outreach  staff  anymore. 


• The  outreach  team  assisted  with  locating  multiple  rental  properties  for  our  folks  with 
vouchers  to  apply  for  permanent  housing. 

• One  person  is  being  referred  for  HIV  housing  voucher.
